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Remarks 

Reconsideration of this Application is respectfully requested. 

Upon entry of the foregoing amendment, claims 27-29, 34-38, 43-45, 48-50, 52, 
54, 55, 57, 60, 62-67, 72-74, 76, 77, 80-82, 87, 88, 90, 91, 94-98, 104, 105, 108-110, 
113-115, 117, 118, 129, 136-140 are pending in the application, with claims 27, 34-36, 
43, 48-50, 52, 54, 55, 57, 60, 62-67, 72-74, 76, 77, 80, 87, 88, 90, 91, 94-96, 104, 105, 
108, 113-115, 117, 118, 129 and 136 being the independent claims. 

Claims 1-26, 30-33, 39-42, 46, 47, 51, 53, 56, 58, 59, 61, 68-71, 75, 78, 79, 83- 
86, 89, 92, 93, 99-103, 106, 107, 111, 112, 116, 119-128 and 130-135 were previously 
cancelled. Claims 27, 34-36, 43, 48-50, 52, 54, 55, 57, 60, 62-67, 72-74, 76, 77, 80, 87, 
88, 90, 91, 94-96, 104, 105, 108, 113-115, 117, 118 and 129 are sought to be amended. 
These changes are believed to introduce no new matter, and their entry is respectfully 
requested. 

Based on the above amendment and the following remarks (and on the 
Amendment and Reply previously filed on November 22, 2004), Applicants respectfully 
request that the Examiner reconsider all outstanding objections and rejections and that 
they be withdrawn. 

Claim Amendments
